All parcels must be fully prepaid 
and must bear the customs declara- 
tion, Parceis for members of the Can- 
adian contingent at Salisbury Plains 
must be carefully addressed and must 
show the addressee’s regimental num- 
ber, the brigauge and so on; they must 
be prepaid at usual rate of twelve
